Provision is also made by the Trust for special Ministers in Wales

districts where there is no regular ministry. 


The Trustees also give bursaries and scholarships to be ned at 
Presbyterian College, Carmarthen, and exhibitions for boys and girls in 
County Schools, Wrexham. They contribute to the maintenance of tl 
Dr. Williams’ School for Girls (Secondary) at Dolgelley, North Wales. F
